Extra precautions needed to prevent heat illnesses 


With temperatures and 
heat indices rising into 
triple digits, the Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health advises the public to 
be alert to the warning signs 
of heat illnesses. 

Heat-related illnesses 
occur when the body is 
exposed to high tempera- 
tures. The incidence of 
these illnesses rises expect- 
edly during warm weath- 
er periods, and anyone 
exposed to high tempera- 
tures or extreme heat can 
experience symptoms when 
the body’s temperature con- 
trol system is overloaded. 
The most common heat- 
-Telated illnesses are as fol- 
lows: 

¢ Heat cramps 

¢ Heat exhaustion 

¢ Heat stroke 

Heat cramps— include 
muscle pains or spasms 
(abdomen, arms or legs), 
profuse sweat, and high salt 
concentration in the sweat. 

Heat exhaustion— is asso- 
ciated with heavy sweating, 
paleness, muscle cramps, 
tiredness, weakness, dizzi- 
ness, headache, nausea, or 
vomiting and fainting. Other

include cool and moist skin, 
fast and weak pulse rate, 
fast and shallow breathing, 
or irritability. Older adults, 
those with high blood pres- 
sure. and those working or 
exercising in a hot envi- 
ronment are prone to heat 
exhaustion. If heat exhaus- 
tion is not treated, it may 
progress to heatstroke. 

Heat stroke or sun stroke — 
the most serious heat-related 


illness, a life-threatening” 


problem, may occur when 
the body is unable to control 
its temperature. Body 
temperature may rise to 106 
degrees F or higher within 
10 -15 minutes. Signs 
include an extremely high 
body temperature, red, hot 
and dry or moist skin, rapid, 
strong pulse, throbbing 
headache, dizziness, 
nausea, dehydration,

How can you overcome the problems you face after your parent has 
died?

She fought tirelessly for 
the underprivileged. She 
raised the funds neces- 
Sary to expand a growing 
ministry. The prize money 
accompanying her Nobel 
Peace Prize went directly 
to caring for the poor of 
Calcutta. 

The world saw what she 
was doing and beat a path 
to her door. While others 
were asking what should 
be done about those poor 
folks in Calcutta, Teresa 
was doing it. Her ministry 
was not large at first. She 
took in one child off the 
streets, then another, and 
another, and another. 

We do a lot of talking about 
what needs to happen in our 
churches and in our world.

COVID-19 testing no longer mandated for flights to the United States 


Travelers returning to 
the United States from for- 
eign countries by air this 
summer are relieved of one 
requirement. The Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) has 
rescinded its order requir- 
ing a negative pre-depar- 
ture COVID-19 test before 
flights to the United States. 

This means air pas- 
sengers no longer need 
to be tested and show a 


COVID-19 test result or 
documentation of tecovery 
from COVID-19 before 
boarding a flight to the 
U.S. However, the CDC 
still recommends travelers 
boarding flights get tested 
for current infection with 
a viral test as close to the 
time of departure as pos- 
sible (no'more than three 
days) and not travel if they 
are sick. 

The CDC offers these 


steps to take before travel- 
ing: 

* Make sure you are up 
to date with your COVID- 
19 vaccines before travel. 

¢ Check the current 
COVID-19 | Community 
Level at your destination. 

* Make sure you under- 
stand and follow all state, 
tribal, local and territorial 
travel restrictions. 

¢ If you have a medi- 
cal condition or are taking 


medication that weakens 
your immune system, you 
might NOT be fully pro- 
tected even if you are up 
to date with your COVID- 
19 vaccines. Talk to your 
healthcare provider before 
travel. Even after vacci- 
nation, you may need to 
continue taking all precau- 
tions. 

* Consider getting tested
